training three hose lines on the 
combatants. 
Eggs, fruit and vegetables were 
hurled at police and passing auto­ 
mobiles by students, whose lead­ 
ers declared an "Armistice" only 
after the blue-coats had threatened 
to use tear gas guns. 
Numerous Fights Reported 
Some of the students engaged in 
fist fights 
with patrolmen, and 
numerous black ey es were in evi­ 
dence after the affray . One y outh 
was arrested but later released.

3. 1858. MeCumber was educated 
in RochesteF, Minn., and the Uni 
verslty ol Michigan.

WASHINGTON, May 19 .—Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt today named Arth­ 
ur Morgan, president of Antioch 
college in Ohio, as chairman of the 
Tennessee valley authority . 
Mr. Roosevelt regards Morgan as 
ex ceptionally qualified to carry out 
the Tenuessee valley program. Mor­ 
gan was in charge of flood control 
work on the Miami river In Ohio 
and has been associated with rimi- 
lar dt'velopments. 
He has planned 
and 
directed 
more than 70 
conservation 
and 
flood control works, is 
well 
ac 
quainted with the south, having 
been in 
charge 
of 
reclamation 
works such as the $8,000,000 project 
for the St. Francis valley in Ar 
kansas He was supervising engi­ 
neer o? the government drainage 
investigations in 19 07-19 09 . 
Also he has drafted o r revised 
the drainag) codes for ten or more 
states. He has been a frequent vis 
Itor at the White House lately , in 
connection with the Shoals project. 
Morgan has been president of 
Antioch college s ince 19 22. 
Hoping to get this program into 
early action Mr, Roosevelt is look­ 
ing for the other two men to com­ 
prise the board of tlie government 
corporation.

d re ta to an international audience fully aw are of tb e 
im portance of tb e occasion. 
It w as a H itler vastly different from their precon­ 
ceived conceptions who ex hib ited himself. 
H ere was 
no dem agogue apreading fire and b rim stone, b ut a 
rational leader m aking a reasonab le statem ent of 
G erm any’s case—a 
man 
not eesentlally 
different 
from the heads of other governm ents. 
G erm any’s 
chancellor undoub tedly gained Im pressively in pres­ 
tige as a re s ult 
He said nothing which will Irritate m ore deeply 
Europe's 
unsettled 
condition—a 
condition 
which 
m ight easily erupt In w arfare. 
G erm any will not 
b reak the T reaty of V ersailles under his direction. 
Germ any Is ready to cooperate fully In any attem pt 
to stab ilize Europe. 
G erm any stands ready to dls- 
eolve Us entire m ilitary estab li.shm ent if other na­ 
tions will do likew ise. 
These are his pledges. Could 
the rulhiosa, b lind dem agogue the world has iinag- 
iued H itler te b e gay d f b is jieople^ * ^ l t feb era tloa 
suffered too m uch from the Insanity of our tim es 
to Intend to visit the sam e upon others” ? 
If it could b e realized that Chancellor H itler comes 
close to b eing a true representation of G erm any’s 
presen t mood, it m ight b e easier to refrain from 
condem ning him as an individual. 
In his address 
W ednesday, he did not speak for him self b ut for 
m ore than 60,000,000 people crushed under provl 
•ions of a treaty which tim e has proved unw ise in 
m any respects. 
Through him, through the violence 
and intolerance of som e of his policies, G erm any 
b as declared that it la not willing to b e destroyed. 
Its pride, its life have b een threatened.

erating them , it cannot b e b lamed for conditions 
which m ade them possib le.

b elps people of other nations to com prehend that 
fundam ental fact. 


Reaction 
R esponses to P resident R oosevelt’s b usinesslike 
proposals for getting som ething done ab out world 
peace are alm ost universally spoken in term s of 
praise. Officially and unofficially, the P resid en t is 
conceded to have m ade an im portant contrib ution to 
the halting progress of the ham strung peace m ove­ 


m ent. 
O ptim ism concerning tb e possib le good effects of 
the im petus he has given disarm am ent and satlsfac 
tory guarantees of security does not preclude the ob 
servation, how ever, that tb e real reaction will not b e 
known until a year from now. Fine words and friend 
ly phrases in praise of an idea do not insure stra ight­ 
forw ard action to m ake the idea effectife. Many 
statesm en have won honor for pointing out the b est 
paths of peace; few have b een ab le to follow those 
paths to the ob jective of an orderly world In which 
nothing b ut peace is possib le. 
W hether It b e Franklin D. R oosevelt In .W ashing 
ton, R am say M acDonald In London, B enito M ussolini 
in Rome or Adolf H itler in B erlin who speaks of 
peace, tb e m essage alw ays is the sam e: P eace can 
b e achieved b y international cooperation. Rut 1m 
m ediately ex ceptions and 
detailed 
provisions arc 
stated. A m ericans w ant peace, b ut they do not w ant 
certain responsib ilities which Europe considers ab ­ 
solutely essential for m aintenance of peace. 
The 
Uritlsh have certain dem ands; the Italians have cer­ 
tain dem ands, and G erm ans have them . Inevitab ly, 
these dem ands com e into conflict, too m uch conflict 
b reeds confusion and confusion ends in frustration. 
It b ecom es necessary, therefore, to conceive an.l 
to thin k constantly ot w orld peacf in term s of the 
miMt *we4 b m- fsfl|M den the satisfac 
tlon of b elieving that m aintenance of a great ideal 
b y succeeding generations ultim ately will overcom e 
the difficulties of conflicting view points. It has b een 
only w ithin the last two decades tha t m en have 
dared to dream of perm anent peace. They have m ade 
b arely a b eginning, b ut it is trem endously im portant 
that their failures have b een view ed, not as positive 
proof tha t peace is Im possib le, b ut only as further 
evidence of the great difficulties in the way of in 
ternational agreem ents. 
If P resid en t Roosevelt has 
done nothing m ore, he has given new ex pression to 
an ideal which m ust not b e allow ed to perisii.

Few men have emerged as world figures in so deep 
• bush of expectancy aa awaited Chancellor Hitler's 
speech to the reichstag on Wednesday. 
The Nail 
leader, constantly in attention for the last two year*, 
bad the cantar of the stage for his first direct ad­ 
dress to an International audience fully aware of the 
importance of the occasion. 
It was a Hitler vastly different from their precon­ 
ceived conceptions who exhibited himself. Here was 
no demagogue spreading fire and brimstone, but a 
rational leader making a reasonable statem ent of 
Germany's case—a man not essentially different 
from the heads of other governments. 
Germany's 
chancellor undoubtedly gained impressively In pres­ 
tige as a result 
He said nothing which will Irritate more deeply 
Europe’s 
unsettled 
condition—a 
condition 
which 
might easily erupt in warfare. 
Germany will not 
break the Treaty of Versailles under his direction. 
Germany la ready to cooperate fully In any attempt 
to stabilize Europe. 
Germany stands ready to dis­ 
solve Us entire military establishment if other na­ 
tions will do likewise. 
These are his pledges. Could 
the ruthless, blind demagogue the world bas imag­ 
ined Hitler to be say of bls peopH "TV* generation 
suffered too much from the insanity of our times 
to intend to visit the same upon others”? 
If it could be realized that Chancellor Hitler comes 
close to being a true representation of Germany's 
present mood, it might be easier to refrain from 
condemning him as an Individual. 
In bls address 
Wednesday, be did not speak for himself but for 
more than 60,000,000 people crushed under provi­ 
sions of a treaty which time has proved unwise in 
many respects. 
Through bim, through the violence 
and Intolerance of some of his policies, Germany 
bas declared that It is not willing to be destroyed. 
Its pride, Us life have been threatened. 
It denies 
existence of the right to humiliate It. 
Adolf Hitler 
bas been constituted by his countrymen as tho voice 
to speak Germany's case to the world. Events of the 
last month were not produced artificially. 
However 
much Hitler's government can be blamed for tol­ 
erating them, It cannot be blamed for conditions 
which made them possible. 
The chancellor's speech 
helps people of other nations to comprehend that 
fundamental fact. 


Reaction 
Responses to President Roosevelt's businesslike 
proposals for getting something done about world 
peace are almost universally spoken in terms of 
praise. Officially and unofficially, the President is 
conceded to have made an Important contribution to 
the halting progress of the hamstrung peace move­ 
ment. 
Optimism concerning the possible good effects of 
the Impetus he has given disarmament and satisfac 
tory guarantees of security does not preclude the ob­ 
servation, however, that the real reaction will not be­ 
known until a year from now. Fine words and friend 
ly phrases in praise of an idea do not insure straight 
forward action to make the Idea effecttfe. Many 
statesmen have won honor for pointing out the best 
paths of peace; few have been able to follow those 
paths to the objective of an orderly world In which 
nothing but peace Is possible. 
W hether it be Franklin D. Roosevelt in W ashing 
ton, Ramsay MacDonald in London, Benito Mussolini 
in Rome or Adolf Hitler in Berlin who speaks of 
peace, the message always is the same: Peace can 
be achieved by international cooperation. But im 
mediately exceptions and 
detailed 
provisions are 
stated. Americans want peace, but they do not want 
certain responsibilities which Europe considers ab­ 
solutely essential for maintenance of peace. 
The 
British have certain demands; the Italians have cer­ 
tain demands, and Germans have them. Inevitably, 
these demands come into conflict, too much conflict 
breeds confusion and confusion ends In frustration. 
i t becomes necessary, therefore, to conceive and 
to think constantly of world peace In term s of the 
future. People m eat -Mas few forfcMMrn the satisfac 
tlon of believing that maintenance of a great Ideal 
by succeeding generations ultimately will overcome 
th* difficulties of conflicting viewpoints. It has been 
only within the last two decades that men have 
dared to dream of permanent peace. They have made 
barely a beginning, hut it is tremendously important 
that their failures have been viewed, not as positive 
proof that peace is impossible, but only as furthei 
evidence of the great difficulties In the way of in 
ternational agreements. 
If President Roosevelt h is 
done nothing more, he has given new expression to 
an ideal which must not be allowed to perish.

What was loaned by our people through their 
gm ernm ent must be repaid by foreign govern­ 
ments to our people. 
It is sound common sense 
to assist your debtors in every way, but there 
is neither practicality nor honor nor world safety 
in cancellation. 
The stabilization of world fi­ 
nances can best be achieved by a clear under­ 
standing of just obligations . . . Our new admin­ 
istration will deal fairly, honestly and sanely 
with this situation. 
It will remember, however,

Some 
children are more susceptible to it 
than others, it is found more fre­ 
quently among 
bottle-fed 
babies 
than breast fed Infants. Celiac dis­ 
ease knows no class distinction. 
Children of the rich as well m of 
the poor are liable to i t 
The emaciated appearance of the 
child terrifies and frightens the 
mother. 
The child shows definite 
signs of arrested growth and de­ 
velopment. The young victim is un­ 
derweight, under-sised, tires easily 
and is unable *o sit up. 
In celiac disease the body Is un­ 
able properly to utilise fats, starch­ 
es and sugars In the diet. Little 
benefit is obtained from the food 
consumed. The body Buffers from 
this loss of nourishment. Because 
of loss of weight and vitality the 
child becomes susceptible to other 
childhood diseafes. 
Diet is Important. 
The child may progress slowly. 
Usually it Is first brought to the 
attention of the parent or physician 
by the enemic appearance of the 
sufferer. 
But too often 
the real 
cause of the disease is overlooked. 
Teething or weaning is offered In 
explanation. Let me assure you 
that neither teething nor weaning 
eau explain the marked 
changes 


found In children suffering from 
cellae disease. 
To ovcrco ne the ill effects of this 
disease, it la advisable to give a 
diet containing little fat and fib­ 
rous material. 
For

skimmed 
milk or skimmed lactic 
acid milk is given to the child 
for 
several 
days. 
As the 
child 
shows signs of improvement, cot 
tage cheese, egg, scraped beef, salv­ 
ed liver, gelatin, mashed vegetables 
and fruits can be added to the diet. 
Withing recent years trem end­ 
ous strides have been made in the 
treatm ent of celiac disease by the 
use of the banana diet. Infants and 
young chlldrsn suffering from this 
ailment hare been greatly benefit­ 
ed by the feeding of bananas. For­ 
tunately, it may be given to infants 
ss well as older children. 
When 
given to infants the strained ripe 
pulp of the fruit is used with a por­ 
tion cf milk. 
The cause of this strange dis 
ease has never been discovered 
Much research work Is being con 
ducted all over the world in an ef 
fort to solve this strange childhood 
malady. It Is probable that lack of 
fresh fruits and vegetables In the 
diet of the infant may account for 
the disturbance. 
Bear in mind that strained vege­ 
tables and fresh stewed fruits may 
be included In the diet of the in­ 
fant as early as the sixth month. 
For older children, I would encour­ 
age the eating of cereals, a daily 
qnart of milk, fresh fruit and veg 
stables.

Prohibition leaders have been

at $1,200 a year, but Dr. Russell 
persuaded him to join the league at

Wheeler became state superln 
tendent, and finally general coun­ 
sel and legislative superintendent, 
probably the most effective leader 
the prohibition movement produc­ 
ed. 
In one of his very first cam­ 
paigns he covered an entire county, 
visiting every precinct and inter­ 
viewing most of the voters, by bi­ 
cycle to defeat an antl-prohibltioa- 
ist candidate. 
The league hailed the defeat of 
Myron T. Herrick for the Ohio gov­ 
ernorship as its first big politics 1 
victory. 
The organization grew, establish­

Ohio, where a

tide, this plant turned out in one 
day 11 tons of printed matter.

A Different Hitler 
Few men have emerged as world figures in so deep 
• hash of expectancy aa awaited Chancellor Hitler's 
•peech to the relchitag on Wednesday. 
The Nazi 
leader, constantly In attention for the lant two years, 
had the center of the stage tor bls first direct ad­ 
dress to an international audience fully aware of the 
importance of tho occasion. 
It was a Hitler vastly different from their precon 
eelvtd conceptions who exhibited himself. Here was 
no demagogue spreading fire and brimstone, but a 
rational leader making a reasonable statem ent of 
Germany's case—a man not essentially different 
from th* heads of other governments. 
Germany's 
chancellor undoubtedly gained Impressively In pres­ 
tige as a result 
He said nothing which will Irritate more deeply 
Europe's 
unsettled 
condition—a 
condition 
which 
might easily erupt In warfare. 
Germany will not 
break the Treaty of Versailles under his direction. 
Germany is ready to cooperate fully in any attempt 
to stabilize Europe. 
Germany stands ready to dis­ 
solve Its entire military establishment if other na­ 
tions will do likewise. 
These are bls pledges. Could 
the ruthless, blind demagogue the world has imag­ 
ined Hitler to be tty of his people, “Tills generation 
suffered too much from the insanity of our times 
to intend to visit the same upon others"? 
lf it could be realized that Chancellor Hitler comes 
close to being a true representation of Germany’s 
present mood, It might be easier to refrain from 
condemning him as an Individual. 
In his address 
Wednesday, he did not speak for himself but for 
more than 60,000,000 people crushed under provi­ 
sions of a treaty which time bas proved unwise in 
many respects. 
Through him, through the violence 
aud Intolerance of some of hia policies, Germauy 
has declared that it is not willing to be destroyed. 
Its pride, its life have been threatened. 
It denies 
existence of the right to humiliate It. 
Adolf Hitler 
has been constituted by bls countrymen as the voice 
to speak Germany's case to the world. Events of the 
last month were not produced artificially. However 
much Hitler's government can be blamed for tol­ 
erating them, it cannot be blamed for conditions 
which made them possible. 
The chancellor's speech 
helps people of other nations to comprehend that 
fundamental fact.

He admits that, while the plan Inevitably will re­ 
duce training of personnel it also will enable the 
navy to Increase the "material worthiness" of the 
fleet.

By permitting more con­ 
centrated attention to a smaller number of units, 
tbe plan actoally does the navy a service. 
It is 
difficult to believe that the man responsible for tbe 
navy’s management would turn Potlyanna when be 
knows that se many of the navy's sincere but per­ 
haps occasionally misgnided friends are fearful of its 
ability to protect the country. 
Might It be suggested that the navy knows best its 
power as well as tho influence of those who have 
dedicated themselves to its maintenance at proper 
levels of efficiency? 
If Admiral Pratt isn't trem­ 
bling at the prospect of being exterminated immed­ 
iately by an Invader, perhaps there Is reason for the 
big navy people— bless them for their sincerity—to 
unbolt the shutters and look out once more on a 
world which will not be disrupted immediately by an 
exploding shell in their front yards or any other 
front yard. 
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Reaction 
Responses to President Roosevelt's businesslike 
proposals for getting something done about world 
peace are almost universally spoken In terms of 
praise. Officially and unofficially, the President is 
conceded to have made an im portant contribution to 
the baiting progress of the hamstrung peace move 
ment. 
Optimism concerning tbe possible good effects of 
the Impetus he has given disarmam ent and satisfac­ 
tory guarantees of security does not preclude the ob­ 
servation, however, that tbe real reaction will not be 
known until a year from now. Fine words and friend­ 
ly phrases in praise of an idea do not insure straight­ 
forward action to make the idea effectlte. Many 
statesmen have won honor for pointing out the best 
paths of peace; few have been able to follow those 
paths to the objective of an orderly world in which 
nothing but peace Is possible. 
W hether It be Franklin O. Roosevelt in .Washing 
ton, Ramsay MacDonald In London, Benito Mussolini 
In Rome or Adolf Hitler in Berlin who speaks of 
peace, tbe m essage always is the same: Peace can 
be achieved by International cooperation. But im 
mediately exceptions and 
detailed 
provisions are 
stated. Americans want peace, but they do not want 
certain responsibilities which Europe considers ab­ 
solutely essential for maintenance of peace. 
The 
British have certain demands; the Italians have cer­ 
tain demands, and Germans have them. Inevitably, 
these demands come into conflict, too much conflict 
breeds confusion and confusion ends in frustration. 
J t becomes necessary, therefore, to conceive a n i 
to think constantly of world peace In term s of the 
future. People w ast aes be forbidden the sat terne 
tlon of believing that maintenance of a great ideal 
by succeeding generations ultimately will overcome 
the difficulties of conflicting viewpoints. It bas been 
only within the last two decades that men have 
dared to dream of permanent peace. They have made 
barely a beginning, but It is tremendously im instant 
that their failures have been viewed, not as positive 
proof that peace Is impossible, but only as further 
evidence of the great difficulties in the way of in­ 
ternational agreements, 
lf President Roosevelt his 
done nothing more, he has given new expression to 
an Ideal which m utt not be allowed to perish.

Some 
children are more susceptible to it 
than others. It is found more fre­ 
quently among 
bottle-fed 
babies 
than breast-fed infants. Celiac dis­ 
ease knows no class distinction. 
Children of the rich as well as of 
the poor are liable to IL 
The emaciated appearance of the 
child terrifies 
and frightens ths 
mother. 
The child shows definite 
signs of arrested growth and de­ 
velopm ent The young victim is un­ 
derweight, under-sized, tires easily 
and is unable to sit up. 
In celiac disease the body Is un­ 
able properly to utilise fats, starch­ 
es and sugars In the diet. Little 
benefit is obtained from the food 
consumed. Tbe body suffers from 
this loss of nourishment. Because 
of loss of weight and vitality the 
child becomes susceptible to other 
childhood diseases. 
Diet is Im portant 
The child may progress slowly. 
Usually it is first brought to the 
attention of the parent or physician 
by the en amic appearance of the 
sufferer. 
Bat too often 
the real 
canso of the disease is overlooked 
Teething or weaning is offered to 
explanation. Let mo assuro you 
that neither teething nor weaning 
can explain the marked 
changes 


found in children suffering from 
cella* disease. 
To ovorco ne the ill effects of this 
disease, it is advisable to give a 
diet containing little fat and fib­ 
rous material. 
For 
this 
reason 
skimmed 
milk or skimmed lactic 
acid milk is given to the child 
for several 
days. 
As the 
child 
shows signs of Improvement, cot­ 
tage cheese, egg, scraped beef, solv­ 
ed liver, gelatin, mashed vegetables 
and fruits can be added to the diet. 
W ithing recent years trem end­ 
ous strides have been made in the 
treatm ent of celiac disease by the 
use of the banana diet. Infants and 
young children suffering from this 
ailment have been greatly benefit­ 
ed by tho feeding of bananas. For­ 
tunately, it may be given to infants 
as well as older children. 
When 
given to infants the strained ripe 
pulp of tho fruit Is used with a por­ 
tion cf milk. 
The cause of this strange dis 
ease has never been discovered, 
Much research work is being con­ 
ducted all over tho world in an cf 
fort to solve this strange childhood 
malady. It !s probable that lack of 
fresh fruits and vegetables In the 
diet of the Infant may account for 
the disturbance. 
Bear in mind that strained vegit- 
tablee and fresh stewed fruits may 
be included in the diet of th# in­ 
fant as early as the sixth month. 
For older children, I would encour­ 
age the eating of cereals, a dally 
quart of milk fresh fruit and veg 
stables.

Mr. Brownlow is a native of a 
village known as Shire Oaks to 
Nottinghamshire, he recently said. 
It was so called because it is situ­ 
ated near what was a forest of oaks 
in clcne proximity to it. The word 
“Shire” is one meaning county, he 
indicated. This village is within a 
stone's throw of the convenance of 
three shires or 
counties, 
Derby­ 
shire, Nottinghamshire and York­ 
shire 
This village is situated within IO 
railes of Sheffield, England, where 
is said to be manufactured the fin­ 
est steel in the world. If this be 
true then Mr. Brownlow has been 
shaving with the finest blades of 
steel in the universe all of these 
years. For he brought a razor with 
him when he initially arrived In 
America. At intervals he has added 
others. Just two years ago he was 
the recipient of two choice razors 
of Sheffield make by some of his 
relatives in the home land. 
One of the memories 
of

was hut a youth and beginning to 
work in the great pit in which coal 
was being mined in his neighbor­

When he arrived here East 
Liverpool was in the throes of a 
presidential campaign; it was the 
year when Benjamin Harrison 
of 
Indiana, dislodged Grover 
Cleve­ 
land, then in the last year of his 
first term in the W hite House. 
Me remained here for three years 
before he yielded to the urge of 
returning to Tits English home to 
see his parents, brothers and sis­ 
ters. Wrhen he came back to East 
Liverpool in the fall of that year, 
1891, it was to remain here for 12 
years before, to 1903, again riding 
the waves of the Atlantic to his 
boyhood home. 
Then h* waited another three 
years before he repeated this trip 
ta 1906. Again he remained with his 
folks and numerous friends for sev­ 
eral months before returning to 
his home here. Five years later, 
in 1911. he received a cablegram 
that he m ust come at once if he 
wished to see his father alive. He 
caught tho first vessel possible for 
him to obtain passage. It was his 
most unpleasant voyage across the 
briny deep since all of the time he 
was counting almost the minutes 
in his effort to arrive home 
be­ 
torn th* end would come to his 


rhythm in disclosing how his part 
of this gam* was played. 
He perhaps liked the game of sue- 
cer football even better than that 
of cricket.

Almost from the beginning of his 
life in East Liverpool Mark Brown­ 
low has been allied with the First 
Methodist church here. 
Possessed 
of a deep basso voice he was soon 
a member of

choir 
where he yet sings every Sunday. 
Then he was connected 
with 
the 
church orchestra In that he became 
the teacher of the so-called Orches­ 
tra Sunday school class. 
He was functioning in this capac­ 
ity in 1920 when Dr. Isaac Wood 
succeeded Dr. Jesse Wyeth as the 
pastor of the church. 
It was in 
that year that the initial moves for 
the razing of tbe old<sstm cture and 
the building of the present church 
edifice was begun.

Wood, the new pastor, refused to 
follow the precedent of ministers in

The 
boats m ust be clocked with a stop watch to see how far wrong the 
judges’ tim e will be — a gesture which corresp onds to razzing the 
ump ire. 
And strokes must be counted. 
A whole observation train 
will be made up of carloads of p ersons m uttering under their breath 
the beat of each crew. 
No stroke can raise or lower his beat 'with­ 
out the counting gallery being aware of It and thus subtle communica­ 
tion is established which makes the race a p ersonal m atter with every 
sp ectator. 
Landsmen may laugh, but there really are thrills in a crew race.

HE MID-AMERICAN crew race at M arietta last Saturday not only 
proved the superiority of the Massachusetts shellmen but also 
showed what a race of landlubbers we Ohioans are. 
W herever the contest was mentioned, outside Marietta, of course, 
everyone usually agreed he could never, never, get excited over two 
boats rowing down a river. 
The Buckeye notion of a race, it seems, 
is a competitive trial of speed among objects on all fours—wheels or 
hoofs. 
But there is bound to be a certain enthusiasm for crew 
racing lf anyone who has ever closely inspected a shell. The 
frail, almost paper-thin craft tapering cleanly at bow and stern 
seems incredibly fragile to carry nine men and eight heavy 
oars. 
The three wise men of Gotham In the nursery rhyme 
"who went to tea in a bowl" appear to have a stout and sea­ 
worthy boat compared to the spindle of cedar or mahogany 
manned by the collegians. 
And the wise men, if they felt 
playful, could dabble their toes in the briny, but a crew man 
is laced into shoes fastened to cross supports in the floor. 
A crew race lasts such a short time—less than IO minutes for two 
miles' worth—that the excitement can be very intense. 
Furthermore, 
enjoying the sport is more than a m atter of watching the race. The 
boats must be clocked with a stop watch to see how far wrong the 
judges’ time will be — a gesture which corresponds to razzing the 
umpire. 
And strokes must be counted. 
A whole observation train 
will be made up of carloads of persons m uttering under their breath 
the heat of each crew. 
No stroke can raise or lower his beat with­ 
out the counting gallery being aware of it and thus subtle communica­ 
tion la established which makes the race a personal m atter with every 
spectator. 
Landsmen may laugh, but there really are thrills in a crew race.

Warden Patrick J. Brady said 
the hunger strikers will be allowed 
to go hungry ‘ until they come to 
their senses.” 
Besides the three life termers, 
the sentences of the 
segregated 
men total 283 years and their crimea 
include murder, payroll and bank 
holdups, robbery, burglary, assault 
with intent to murder and escape.

SANDUSKY, O., May 19. — Taps 
will sound again on Johnson’s is­ 
land, grim reminder of a grim past, 
when 
United 
Daughters of the 
Confederacy hold memorial serv 
Ices June 4 for the 206 officers and 
Bien of the southern army who died 
there as prisoners of war. 
Faded flowers and wreaths, pr« * 
•ented by O. A. R. veterans on 
Memorial day as a tribute to a 
•taunch foe, will lie on the shallow 
grav es when the Confederate serv 
Ices are held five days later. 
Union Veterans Strew Flowers. 
Each year the Union veteran?, 
after decorating the graves of then 
comrades on the mainland, are 
rowed out to the island, standing 
atark and lonely In Sandusky bay 
and strew flowers over the graves 
of the former enemy. 
The piles of stone and steel 
which constituted the huge island 
prison camp have long since been 
temoved. 
Only a large bronse 
statue of a Confederate sentinel re 
mains as a reminder that more 
than 200 gallant men died here 
while their comrades fought a los 
ing fight in the Civil war. 
'The Island Is deserted ex cept for 
rooting hogs, and the farmer who 
owns them. Sometimes In the sum­ 
mer, tourists pitch their camps on 
the far side of the Island. The isle 
belongs to the dead. 
'Priso n Established In 1 8 61 . 
Johnson’s Island was selected as 
a federal military prison site in 
, October, 1861, by Col. William Hoff- 
i mac. 
federal 
commissary-general 
V of iBlsoDs. 
He had been captured 
at the beginning of the war, but 
was released on parole on the con 
dltio n that he never bear arms 
against the south again. 
More than 2.000 men were taken 
prisoner and placed in the John 
■on Island prison. 
Some 200, in 
eluding five commissioned officers 
who were ex ecuted, died before th? 
end of the war and wtre buried In 
graves dug Into I he stony soil. 
The remainder of the prisoners 
were released after hostilities ceas 
ed. 
At one time an attempt to dellv 
er the confederate prisoners was 
made, but (aileil when a group of 
southern sympathisers became dis 
tnayed at the sight of long guns on 
the U. S. S. Michigan, which guard­ 
ed the bay. 
Attack Plot Failed. 
The .adventurers, 
dlsgulseil as 
miners, captured small steamers 
landed its occupants, and proceed 
ed toward the Island. 
Leaders of 
the plot were unable to persuade 
the “miners” to attack the .Mlchi 
gan. however, and the plot failed
